demobilised* 

c* The total number of men to be demobilised from the 4 Pi eld Arry in

In the cases of soldiers who meet the requirements for discharge but who \ 
have no home to go to, no land to cultivate, or no definite work to do* \ 
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detailed individual reports will be made before the end of October 1950*

which will assure that every demobilised soldier will have an opportunity 
to enter and engage in productive enterprises*
